‘the efforts of Europe since the treaty of Ber- 
lin twenty-five years ago to deal with some 
of the complicated problems of European 
diplomacy. The British government, he 
said, thought that Russia and Austria, the 
governments chiefly concerned, should be 
allowed to deal with the problem and should 
be supported by the other European powers 
so long as-their efforts were directed in no 
ambitious spirit, to the amelioration of the 
condition of the population. 

The administrative reforms suggested by 
these powers, the premier added, while total- 
ly inadequate as a final solution, might not- 

withstanding by their modesty be made more 


easy of application. : 
Russia Demands Reparation. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Aug. 10.—Russia has | 


formally demanded the summary punish- 
ment of the Turkish soldier who murdered 
the Russian consul at Monastir, as well as of 
all military and civil officials in any way 
connected with the affair. 

The assassination of the Russian consul 
at Monastir, M. Rostkovski—the second mur- 
der of a Russian consular official in Mace- 
donia within a few months—has created in- 
tense indignation here. In reporting the oc- 
currence to the foreign office the Russian 
ambassador at Constantinople telegraphed 
on Aug. 8: 
~ ‘The Russian consul at Monastir has 
fallen the victim of an.atrocious crime. The 
grand vizier and the Turkish foreign minis- 
ter have come to me with expressions of re- 
gret in the name of the sultan. Ferid Pasha, 
the grand vizier, informed me that the as- 
gassin was a gendarme named Halim, and 
that he will be subjected to the severest pun- 
ishment, and the vali of monastir wil] be re- 
moved from his post.”’ | 


Apology Not Sufficient. 


In reply Count Lamsdorff, the foreign min- 
ister, telegraphed to the ambassador Aug. 9: 

“ His majesty has received a telegram from 
the sultan expressing his deep regret at the 
death of the Russian consul at Monastir. 
When I submitted your.telegram to the em- 
peror his majesty gave orders that you should 
not confine yourself to receiving explanations 
from the grand vizier, but should make the 
most energetic demands on the Turkish gov- 
ernment for full satisfaction and immediate 
and exemplary punishment both of the mur- 
derer and of all the military and civil of- 
ficials on whom responsibility for the au- 
dacious crime may fall.” 


Revolt Is Widespread. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Aug. 10.—Practical- 
ly the whole country north of Monastir is in 
revolt. The Turkish official reports state 
that fresh bands of revolutionaries in con- 
siderable numbers have crossed the frontier 
from Bulgaria during the last few days. 

It is declared that Macedonian insurgents 
fre concentrating between Prilip.and Dibra 
for the purpose of intercepting Turkish re- 
irforcements from Old Servia. 

According to mail advices from Monastir 
dated Aug. 5, the insurgents who recently 
eccupled the little town of Krushevo, twenty- 
three miles north of Monastir, numbered 
#00. They killed the garrison, consisting of 
fifty-two soldiers, dynamited and burned the 
government buildings, and then hoisted ona 
hil overlooking the town a red flag bearing 
cn one side a lion, with the inscription, 
~“ Death or Liberty,” and on the other the 
words, ‘‘ Courage, Brethren.’ The rebe's 
w still in possession of the.town when 
the letters were sent off. 


More Fighting Near Monastir. 


SALONICA, Aug. 10.—Further fighting oc- 
turred yesterday near Sorovitch, the Turk- 
jsh troops coming into collision at the village 
of Kailar with a large insurgent band. 4 
. Twenty-four Turkish battaliong have been 
ordered to proceed to the revolutionary dis- 
tricts in Macedonia from Anatolia. 

The insurgents last evening blew up with 
fynamite the custom house at Zibevche, on 
the Servian frontier.

Johnstown, N. Y., Aug. 10.—[Special.}—In 
the most direct manner possible Timothy 
Keck, a prominent citizen and well known 
manufacturer of; this place, today charged 
L. N. Littauer, representative in congress 
from this district, with having had an interest 
in various contracts obtained from the gov- 
ernment. 

Mr. Keck went further and charged Mr. 
Littauer with conspiracy with himself and 
others to keep the price of gloves for the 
army at an unnecessarily high figure so far 
as possible. Mr. Keck furnished proof of his 
allegations and said he would make affidavit 
of the truthfulness of every word uttered by 


him. 
Paid for Refusing to Bid. 

Letters were shown by Keck to prove that 
Littauer had seht him at least one check as 
a reward for fixing his bid for a lot of gloves 
at a figure which would riot interfere with the 
bid made by William Topp, whose factory 
here practically.is owned by Littauer. 

Keck said one contract for furnishing 
gloves to the government was secured by 
William Topp. He cantinued: 

** Speaking of that deal, Littauer later told 
me that he had made a great mistake in not 
taking the contract. ‘ We got in a bad mix- 
up,’ said Mr. Littauer; ‘ more than 3,000 pairs 
of those gioves were rejected as defective, 
but I got rid of them all right on the outside. 
Then I went to Philadelphia and read the 
riot act to Col., Furey for rejecting the gloves.’ 

** Now, it must be plain that William Topp 
was a dummy and the contract really was 
taken by Littauer.” 


Wanted Fectory Kept Busy. 

In reference to another contract Mr. Keck 
says that Littauer said to him: 

**I must keep the factory going, and to do 
that I must have this contract. I will dothe 
fair thing, I will pay you 5 cents a pair if 
you will not bid for the contract and I get it, 
and if I fail I will pay you $250 anyhow.” 

Keck says he refused the offer, but of an- 
other contract he says: 

*“*It happened the contract was to be let 
in August, 1900, and Littauer learned that 


-Eintended to bid. He sent for me and asked 


me to keep out. I agreed to do so on his 
terms. The contract was awarded to Mr.

Governor of Louisiana Says Prompt 

Trial Is the Remedy—Finds 
Error by Roosevelt.

Baton Rouge. La., Aug. 10.—In discussing 
the letter of President Roosevelt to Gov. 
Durbin of Indiana, Gov. Heard said tonight: 

“TI think the remedy for lynch law is 
prompt and speedy trial. The president’s 
letter is a strong and timely one, and I agree 
with much of what he says, but there is one 
point on which he is clearly mistaken, and 
on which I strongly dissent from his view. 
He seems to think that the punishment meted 
out to negroes for certain nameless crimes 
are punishments egpecially aimed at them

“His misconception arises doubtlessly 
from the fact that the crime is limited most 
exclusively to the colored race. Punishment 
knows no distinction of color. White men 
rarely commit this crime, but when they do 
the records show that it matters little in 
what section it ‘happens, the same punish- 
ment ustially follows.’’

The exactions of the roofing pool, which 
was formed on Feb. 13, have become so ex- 
cessive during the last few months that every 

contractor has refused to give work 
to men known to be members. This has led 
to dissension, and the secret combination is 
pow near disruption. 

The pool has been broader in its scope than 
that of the sheet meta! contractors, for every 
one of its members received a profit from 
every job. This was regulated by an “ ex- 
ecutive committee,”’ which originally drew 
up its secret code, its rules, and its ** under- 
ground agreement.’’ To ali of these agree- 
ments the officers of the workers’ union are 
alleged to have been parties. 


Some Firms Refuse to Join. 

kt was the scheme of some of the leaders 

to bring every roofing firm in the city into 
the combination. This failed when Bernard 
J. Kelly of the Knickerbocker Roofing com- 
pany refused to join. He has been fighting 
the pool since his refusal, has had his men 
called out on a strike, has suffered from 
bitter competition, and has had his profits 
materially reduced. 

While fighting the pool Kelly was repeat- 
edly told that his actions were foolish. One 
of ite members informed him that the profits 
from the game were so good that he had 
given up ali actuai contract work and had 
been able to make ‘‘ good money "’ from his 
share of the spoils. 

The majority of the members of the pool 
afte alleged to have been nervous regarding 
mt. Many of them feared that it would re- 


. sult in trouble for its leaders. The officials 


of. the workers’ union, who were used as 
clubs to force the members into line, were 
called to account by. the membership, and 
for some weeks have been ready to give the 
combination up. 


Union Official Tells Secr 


In an ill advised moment one of the offi- 
cials of the union gave the general contrac- 
tors a line on hew the scheme has been 
worked. Since then the best roofing jobs, 
such as that on the Rock Island-Lake Shore 
depot, the Kelly-Maus building, and the new 
Lewis institute, have gone to firms outside 
the pool, altho¢gh its members worked hard 
to get them. 
*‘“The pool has been so excessive in its 
exactions.”’ said B. J. Kelly last night, “* that 
its members are practically outlawed and 
firms that have kept away from it are getting 
the work. It has, however, materially in- 
jured the business in Chicago and less work 
is being done here now than for several years 
past. 

*‘ It was started by a few of the large firms 
that had high standing in the building world. 
They were members of the Master Roofers’ 
association and Feb. 13 called a meeting of 
all the roofers of the city. I was present

They left my 
employ for a week and thn returned to work, 
declaring that while they could find employ- 
ment when they said where they came from, 
fach position they obtained meant the idle- 
uess of another union man. 

“Since then I have been inconvenienced 
tO a great extent, but have got through all 
right. I have been able to get enough large 
jobs to keep me busy.”’ 

Unite to Fight the Pools. 

Angered by exactions of the roofers and 
Other pools the building owners of the 
city who are alleged to have been vic- 
timized have taken up the fight against 
the contractors. Contracting firms of recog- 
tized standing are alleged to be connected 
With industrial pools that, by illegal exac- 
tions, have extorted millions of dollars. 

The large firms have been the heaviest 
Sufferers. Attorney Charles R. Francis of 
Dele & Francis is watching over their in- 
terests.

miners of that city last week. 

The judge also issued a peremptory order 
for the district attorney of Clear Creek coun- 
ty to appear and state what he meant by 
not attending the session of court, which 
opened today, as he had announced to the 
papers in interviews that the county had 
been in the hands of rioters. The court said 
he wished to probe to the bottom the allega- 
tion that the courts of Clear Creek county 
were subordinate to the Protective league, 
which ran the miners out of town.

place. Owers is reputed’to be the friend of 
the miners, and on that account the business 
men declined to go before him for a grand

Citizens’ League Enjoined.

CANAL WATER POWER PLANT 


Plans for Big Improvement at Lockport 
Are Approved by Board—To Be Built 
in Two Years. 


Plans for the development of the water 
power at Lockport were approved by the en- 
gineering committee of the drainage board 
yesterday afternoon, and bids for the work 
will be received on Oct. 7. The plans were 
prepared by Chief Engineer Isham Randolph 
and Albert 8S. Crane, and involve an expendi- 
ture of $2,750,000. The specifications provide 
that the entire work shall be completed 
within two years. 

The plans provide for the development of 
80,000 horse power at Lockport. The drain- 
age channel is to be extended one and eight- 
tenths miles south of the town, and a great 
-power house containing seven electrical 
dynamos of 5,000 horse power each will be 
erected near the present controlling works. 
Each dynamo will be driven by three pairs 
of turbine wheels, connected on a horizontal 
shaft. The head of water provided at the 
power house to supply the energy is thirty- 
four feet. The tailrace will extend one and 
one-half miles south of the power house, to 
connect with the lower basin at Joliet. | 

A huge lock will be constructed near the 
power house, with a view of preserving the 
navigable features of the drainage channel. 
The work will be divided into five sections, 
including the erection of the power house. 
More than a mile of coffer dam will have to 
be built in connection with section 4.

PLAN FOR OLYMPIC GAMES 


COMMITTEE ARRANGES PROGRAM 
FOR INTERNATIONAL CONTESTS. 


Athletes from All Parts of the World 
to Compete at ‘St. Louis During Lat- 
ter Days of August and Early in Sep- 
tember of Next Year — Details of 
Feature of the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition Are Announced—Metric 
System to Be Used in Races. 


St. Lous, Mo., Aug. 10.—The Amateur Ath- 
letic union’s Olympic games committee held 
its first day’s session here today, President 
Walter Liginger presiding. The committee 
spent several hours on the final program of 
this feature of the Louisiana Purchase ex- 
position, which will be the third Olympic 
games contest, the first having been held in 
Athens in 1896 and the second at Paris in 
conjunction with the Paris exposition. The 
time fixed for holding thagames is Aug. 29, 
30, 31, Sept. 1, 2, and 3, 1904. 

In order that the athletes training the 
world over can train in a uniform manner 
and all go the same distance in practice, the 
committee unanimously voted in favor of 
having the running races measured accord- 
ing.to the metric system. 


Official Program Arranged. 


Aside from the. Olympia events, or the 
world’s championships, as they are desig- 
nated, several handicap events will be given 
each day. The following is the official pro- 
gram as arranged: 

Monday, Aug. 20—Olympic events, world’s 
championships ;.60 meter run, throwing the sixteen 
pound hammer, 400 meter run, 2,590 meter steeple- 
pig Standing broad jump, and running high 
ump. 

Tuesday, ‘Aug. 30—Marathon race, 40 kilometers. 

Wednesday, Aug. 31—200 meter run, putting the

Tell of Smelling Strawberries in Feb- 
ruary Which They Never Were Per- 
mitted to Taste—Flatly Charge Pres- 
ident James with Execusing Faults 
on Account of Politics—Investiga- 


tory to Be Made by Joint Committee.

**O, we know those bills of fare by heart,”’ 
replied Samuel Austin, “ but we can’t eat 
them.” 

“Well, I know that good food is paid for 
here,’’ said Miss Belle Hyman, a blind trus- 
tee. 

“Yes, and good food comes in all right,’ 
answered. Joseph Cottrell, but where it 
goes to we don’t know. I smelled straw- 
berries last February, but I didn’t get any.” 

Contradicts the President. 

The committee declared that the foreman 
of the broomcorn factory, William Langlotz, 
is addicted to drunkenness. President James 
said he never had heard the complaint. 

“Why, Mr. James,’’ exclaimed Cottrell, 
turning his sightless eyes. upon the chair- 
man, “ don’t you remember when I came to 
your house and told you this on your front 
porch?’ 

** No, I don’t,” replied President James. 

“What? And didn't you tell me that you 
couldn't do anything about it, because it was 
a matter of politics?’ 

‘* Never,”’ responded Mr. James.

TAX COMPLAINTS 
ON 10,000 TRACTS, 


Rush of Property Owners Stops 
Only When the Reviewers 
Close Their Offices. 


ALLRECORDS ARE BROKEN 


Revisions Asked in 1903 Exceed 
the Total for the Previ- 
ous Three Years. : 


The filing clerks in the board of review 
offices were almost swamped yesterday un- 
der the complaints made against the real 
estate assessments recently made by the 
assessors. The procession of complainants 
stopped only when Chief Clerk Homer Gal- 
pin closed the outer doors at 5 p.m. and 
stationed an assistant outside to announce 
that the time for filing complaints was past. 

Dozens of late comers went away disap- 
pointed, while inside the board rooms there 
were a score waiting to be served when the 
closing hour came, and a number of the 
clerks agreed tq remain and accept their 
complaints. At times during the day the 
petitioners stood six deep before the desks 
while twenty clerks did their best to expedite 
matters. 

“ More complaints were filed today than 
on any day in the history of. the board,” 
said Mr. Galpin. “ We have been so rushed 
that we have not been able to docket them, 
but I estimate that the number of pieces 
of,property concerned in the complaints of 
the day is nearer 20,000 than 10,000.” 


New Record for Complaints. 

- The total number of complaints against the, 
assessment of real estate in the city towns, 
which was raised by the assessors 14.8 per 
cent over last year’s figures, an increase of 
$194,113,795, was estimated by Mr. Galpin at 
10,000, each representing from one to a hun- 
dred pieces of property. 

The number of revisions asked for this year 
is said to exceed the total for the three pre- 
vious years of the board's existence. The re- 
sult predicted by President F. W. Meacham 
is that the assessors’ figures will be slashed. 

“I don’t see how we are going to avoid 
heavy reductions,’”’ said Mr. Meacham last 
evening. ‘“‘The west side has been raised 
nearly 25 per cent, which means a great deal 
in a part of the city where the real estate 
market is slow. The same is true in a meas- 
ure of the other city towns. Instances have 
been cited where the valuations on one side 
of the street are greatly in excess of those 
on the other.’’ 


Experts Investigate Complaints. 

Three experts on real estate values—John 
T. O'Connell, Seymour Morris, and James A. 
McLane—have been on the west side for over 
a week making investigations of complaints. 
This morning these complaints will be taken 
up by the board. Three hundred complain- 
ants have been invited to the boardrooms 
today. 

On Thursday and Friday Hyde Park com- 
plainants will he heard. Town of Lake real 
estate men will be given a two days’ audi- 
ence next week, and then the board will re- 
sume the west town investigation. The 
personal property revisions were dropped 
temporarily yesterday. 


Fernando Jones’ Grievance. 


Fernando Jones interrupted the dull rou- 
tine of the reviewers’ work yesterday when 
he declared that for years he had been pay- 
ing large taxes for the privilege of being 
allowed to breathe the. same air with his 
wealthy neighbors. 

“ Here is an assessment of $2,000 against 
Mrs. Jones at 1834 Prairie avenue. I have 
been assessed a similar amount there,” he 
said to Reviewer West. 

“ But $4,000 seems little enough for a man 
who lives in such aristocratic surroundings,”’ 
said Mr. West. ‘‘ That is a wealthy neigh- 
borhood."’ 

“IT didn’t invite them,"’ returned the 
pioneer. ‘I built in there thirty-two years 
ago, and then they began to come. They 
raised values and I have been paying taxes 
on those values ever since.”’

The Georgia makes weekly trips between 
Chicago and Mackinac island, and when it 
left Chicago Saturday evening there was a 
crowd of summer resorters on board. Chief 
Engineer Charles Bon was on duty when the 
boat prepared to leave Milwaukee early Sun- 
day morning: As he stood at the levers 
which control the engines, Walter Bates, the 
second engineer, was standing with his head 
out of a port hole watching the crowd on | 
the dock. He had just gone off watch and 


‘intended to furn in after the boat left port. 


Reverses Engine, Kills Friend. 


Bon’s back was turned to the’ second engi- 


neer and he did not see that Bates was stand- 
ing where he would be crushed if thaengine 
were reversed. There was an order the 
pilot house to back the engine, ‘and Bon 
obeyed it. The second engineer heard the 
sound and drew back, just in time to be 
struck full on the head by the heavy weight. 
Death was instantaneous. 

Too busy to notice anything but the signals 
Bon for a time paid no attention to his friend. 
Then he turned to speak to him. Bates was 
lying stretched across a part of the ma- 
chinery. With a cry which was heard on 
deck and brought the stokers tumbling from 
the hole, Bon rushed to the side of his friend. 
When others reached the spot he was sitting 
by the side of the dead man, sobbing and 
crying and begging him to speak. 

Weeps Over His Friend’s Body. 

“TI have killed him,”’ Ben cried when one of 
the boat's offic reached his side. ‘‘ I have 
killed him, but he must have known I didn't 
mean it.” 

The boat was returned to the dock and 
Bates’ body sent ashore. Another engineer 
was secured and the boat went or®to Macki- 
nac. Bon is so affected by the affair he prob- |

CLING TO CAPSIZED BOAT 
UNTIL ASSISTANCE ARRIVES. 


Rogers Park Boys Have a Narrow Es- 
cape from Drowning While Sailing— 
Telephone ‘Delay Hampers Savers. 


Clinging to tthe bottom of their overturned 
sailboat, two Rogers Park boys struggled 
for half an hour yesterday morning, and, 
when almost exhausted, were rescued by 
Harry Palmer, a fisherman, and Policeman 
John Foley of the Forty-fourth precinct. 
The boys were Frederick Foster, 527 Estes 
avenue, and Walter Green, 727 Morse avenue. 

Police of the Forty-fourth precinct say 
that they tried to notify the Evanston life 
saving station by telephone, but were unable 
to get a connection for halfan hour.

PGLICE CHIEF IS DEPOSED: 
GAMBLERS BUSY AT TRACK. 


Harlem Village Board Suspends Chris 
Lange, Who Promises to Fight for 
His Position—More Raids Promised. 


While Chief of Police Chris Lange was an- 
nouncing in Harlem yesterday morning that 
within a few hours he would be shooting his 
way into the inclosure at the racetrack in 
that suburb the yillage board voted to sus- 
pend him from office. The board members 
declared that charges of disorderly conduct 
and of intoxication were preferred against 
their guardian of the peace. Lange insisted 
that he was reduced because of his activity 
in the raid made at the track last Saturday. 

The proposed raid yesterday did not take 
place. Instead, . forty-four bookmakers . 
chalked up their racing odds without fear 
of arrest or of constables’ bullets. 

In the meantime the makers of the hand 
books in the downtown resorts did a corre- 
spondingly increased business. A report was 
current to the effect that “Jim” O'Leary 
and “‘ Kid’’ Weller were soon to open pool- 
rooms in the downtown district. 

Lange was astonished when his emblem of 
authority was demanded by H. J. Mohr, 
president of the village board. He hurried 
to Chicago for consultation. He was advised 
late in the afternoon that his suspension was 
illegal and announced that he would take up 

fight again today. 

“I am going ahead with my work,” Lange 
said later. ‘‘ We are planning to raid the 
tracks and get the gamblers, and the fact 
that I have been notified of my suspension 
does not interfere with my plans at all.” 

After the last race three bookmakers, Bar- 
ney Schreiber, Roy Offey, and Oscar Bach- 
man, were arrested on warrants charging, 
them with being keepers of a gambling 
house. They were taken before Justice Mah- 
liot in Harlem and released on bonds.

LOOK INTO THE EXCUSES, 

It is admitted that the Union Tractton 
company does not run cars evough on many 
of its lines. If there had been more in use 
on West Twelfth street the fatal accident 
of last Sunday week would not have hap- 
pened. The inside footboards would not 
have been let down, and nobody would 
have been killed. Orders to conductors 
not to let down the ftuetboards have becu 
given, and can be enforced with great ease 
if bett¢ service is afforded. Then pas- 
sengers will not urge conductors to disobey 
orders. 

The officers of the company have said at 
different times that théy could not put 
more cars on some of the electric lines be- 
cause the limit of capacity of theif plants 
to. provide power has been reached. Be- 
ligld one-of-the disadvantages of an electri- 
fied street-car system. Ln the old-horse car 
days all that had to be done to give better 
service was to buy more cars aud horses. 
That could bé done with little delay, when 
more electrical power is needed dynamos 
thhave to been contracted for and installed, 
‘a new building may have to be put up. 
That takes time. 

If the municipal authorities choose they 
ean easily find out whether the traction 
tompany is running on the electric’ lines all 
the cars there is power to move. If the 
company is vot doing so, then the atten- 
tion of the receivers of the road may prop- 


* erly be called to the fact and the sugges- 


. work and divide profits. 


tion be made that more cars be pnt on. If 
the company is using all.the cars it has it 
eau easily get more. There can be no 
excuse for not buying or renting an addi- 
tional number, if there be power with 
which to move them. 

It has. been the habit of the municipal 
authorities to accept the excuses which 
traction companies make for not doing 
what they ought to do. There never has 
been an effort to find out whether the ex- 
cuses were valid. The other day the 
Union Traction company was asked to lay 
grooved rails on certain streets. It said 
that was impossible at this time because 
there were none in the market—a special 
order would have to be,given for them. 
That may be so, but has an inquiry beep 
made fo find out whether it isso? It may 


be that the limit of the capacity of the 


electric plants of the company has been 
reached, but do the city authoritjes know 
that that is the case? They ought to look. 
into the matter. 


WORK FOR THE GRAND JURY. 

A combination of contractors in any kind 
of business whose object is the discourage- 
ment of competition and the exaction of un- 
reasonable profits is no more defensible than 

‘a combination of manufacturers or railroads 
for the same purposes. Contractors’ com- 
bines which add to the cost of building are 
a manifest injury to the city in which they 
exist. The excessive cost of building deters 
men from improving their property. As a 
consequence there is not so lively a demand 
for real estate. Manufacturers are disin- 
clined to start in business where the cost of 
the erection of a plant is excessive. 

It is said that there are in Chicago combi- 
nations or pools of contractors which divide 

This is bad 

enough, but it is alleged that some of the 
pools have adopted unlawful methods to 
defend themselves against legitimate com- 
petition. It is alleged that they have tried 


’ to ruin business rivals who have refused to 


come into their associations and give up 
their practice of making reasonable bids for 
work. 

It is alleged, also, that at least one com- 
bination has a close alliance with a labor 
union, ope of the conditions of which is that 
o member of the union shall work for a 
oncern which is not in the pool. One or 
More judges have held recently that a con- 
tract between an employer and a union by 
which he agrees to hire none but union men 
is illegal as against public policy. If this 
be good law then by parity of reasoning it is 
unlawfal for a union to bind its members not 
to work for employers who do not belong to 
a particular employers’ association. 

Even if it be coneeded that it is not unlaw- 
fal for a union to enter into a restrictive 


‘agreement of the kind mentioned, nobody 


will defend an agreement between a combi- 
nation of contractors and a laber union 
under which the union wages active war 
en the nonunion workers of an employer for 
- whom its members will not work because he 
“i pot in the pool in order to force him into 
the pool, or to ruin his business if he is ob- 


durate. 
Is it indeed true that an employers’ nnion 


in its treatment of a nonunion employer 
than some labor union men are in their deal- 
ings with nonunion workmen? If so, what 
reason can it assign for escaping punish- 
ment for ite criminal acts? Here is matter 
for the consideration of the next grand jury. 
It may well put aside some of the trivial 
cases which will be laid before it and inves- 
tigate the alleged conspiracies of pools and 
unions. 


ROOSEVELT ON LYNCHING. 
PresWent Roosevelt writes Gov. Durbin 
to thank him for his firm stand against 
lynching in Indiana, and goes on to say that 
the spread of lynching is disquieting, for it 
means defiance of law, apd defiance of law 
means anarchy. In the case of the negro 
who commits the “ usual crime" it would 
seem that no punishment could be too severe 
for him But when such a beast is lynched 
not only is he put to death but the law is as- 
saulted at the moment his cries of terror 
begin to pierce the air, and the community 
which first perpetrates and then condones 
the violation of the law is injuring itself 
and descending the ladder of civilization. 
The president has said nothing new in 
his letter. He is not the first to suggest that 
the colored people should do all that lies in 
their power to prevent the recurrence @f 
that crime which was at one time almost 
the sole cause of lynchings, and to bring the 
criminal to immediate justice. The presi- 
dent truly says: 

It certainly ought to be saalaudn by the proper 


administration of the laws to secure swift venge- 
ance upon the criminal; and the best and imme- 


should be addressed to securing such reforms in 
our legal procedure as to leave no vestige of excuse 
for those misguided men who undertake to wreak 
vengeance through violent methods. 


This has been said before, but it cannot 
be said too often. It may have more weight 
with the community when said by the chief 
magistrate than it has had coming from men 


| whose utterances do not command the same 


respectful attention. In spite of all the pro- 
tests that have been made against the delay 
of justice for “ technical or insufficient rea- 
sons,” such reasons continue often to hinder 
the prompt and, therefore, impressive pun- 
ishment of crime. In the past the man ac- 
cused of a crime could sometimes complain 
that he was not given a full and fair oppor- 
tunity to defend himself. Today it is the 
public prosecutor, representing the commu- 
nity, who has a right to complain that he is 
not allowed to bring a culprit to justice. 
The president's censure of the spread of- 
mob epirit will excite a keener appreciation 
of the menace that lies init. If he can make 
the peace officers see that, at the moment an 
angry mob is surging without the gates of 
the jail, their duty lies not between the“ re- 
spectable citizens” and constituents who. 
are without and the miserable, cowering 
criminal within, but between lawlessness on 
the one hand and the law which makes civ- 
ilization possible on the othér hand, he will 
have done a great work. The kind of men 
who take an active part in lynchings may 
not read the president’s letter. Sheriffs, 
mayors, and chiefs of police doubtless will 
read it, and some of them whose backbones 
need stiffening will acquire a better under- 
standing of their duty and will display 
greater energy when mob violence is threat- 
ened. 

It is well that the president has spoken 
concerning the national crime of the coun- 
try. 


DOMINION AND COMMONWEALTH. 
When Mr. Chamberlain’s plan for the 
creation of a customs tnion between Great 
Britain and the colonies was given out, 
Canada welcomed it effusively, but Aus- 
tralia did not. It returned a chilly an- 
swer. It wished to know what would he 
the effect on the protected industries of 
the commonwealth of the preference to be 
given the goods of English mauufacturers 
in Australian markets in return for the 
preference given Australian foodstuffs in 
English” markets. 

The Australian protectionists have 
thaught over that feature of Mr. Cham- 
berlain’s’ plan which looks to the admis- 
sion of English goods by the colonies free 
of duty or with reduced duties and are uo 
more inclined to accept it now than they 
were at the outset. They are willing to 
give a preference to English goods over 
those of other countries, but are not will- 
ing that the preference shall take a form 
which will enable British manufacturers 
to break down the “ infant industries" of 
the commonwealth. 

The Canadian manufacturers are begiu- 
| ning to speak out. The domiuion duties on 
Euglish manufactures are much lower 
than those on the same goods when im- 
ported from other countries. Some of the 
home manufacturers say the preference in- 
terferes with their trade and they object 
seriously to a further reduction iu the duties 
ov English products. 

Australian and Canadian manufacturers 


grain aid meat of their countries be given 

a, preference in British markets, provided 
it costs them nothing. They are not willing 
to make individual sacrifices to the seunti- 
ment of empire. They are business men 
first and imperialists afterwards. 

While Mr. Chamberlain is preparing to 
discuss his plan before the British electors, 
influential elements in the great self-gov- 
erning colenies are setting their faces 
against an essential feature of it—the 
proposition that the colonies shall provide 
a better market for British manufactures 
as an equivalent for a better market for 
their foodstuffs. If the colonies will not 
reciprocate, what can Mr. Chamberlain 
gain by his agitation? 


SLANDERING 1903. 

Is 1903 an “annus mirabilis”? A éor- 
respondent of the New York. Times iv- 
sists that it is, and offers in proof of his 
statement umseasonable weather every 
month, unprecedented drought, the bottom 
falling out of the stock market, the Servian 
assassinations, the death of the pope, and 
“the gloomy record of crimes of violence, 
lynchings, murders, suicides, to say noth- 
ipg of the ‘fight to a finish’ in which 
labor and capital are now engaged.” In 
conclusion, the correspondent wonders 
whether the events of the “ wonderful 
year’ could have occurred in any year the 
digits composing which did not form the 
fateful number, ‘ thirteen.’” 

If the matter depended upon “ the fateful 
number thirteen ” this correspondent might 
well set his mind at rest. The last year 
whose digits compose thirteen was 1840 
and it was about the dullest, most unevent- 
fuly year of the century. There was noth- 
ing “ wouderful” about it. Queen Vic- 
teria got married, penny postage was intro- 
duced in England, President Harrison was 
elected, the Mormons founded Nauvoo, the 
opium war with China was brought to au 
end, and William I. of Holland abdicated. 
Nearly every other year im the uineteenth 
eentury was more an “annus mirabilis ” 
than 1840, And 1804, the preceding 
“ thirteen .year was, pot. 
wonderful as 1840. 

But what is there specially “ wouderfut”™ 


ie no more law abiding, no more merciful 


about 1903 that should make this corre- 


diate efforts of all legislators, judges, and citizens

He 
found that 105 of them were born out of wed- 
lock, 142 were beggars, 64 lived on charity, 
76 were convicts, 7 were murderers, and 181 
females among them lived disreputable 
lives. In the course of seventy-five years 
they cost the Germap authorities $1,250,- 
| 

Compare this race suicide story with the 
story,jold by the last number of Federation, 
which is the organ of the federation of 
churches and Christian organizations in 
New York City. From a careful study of 
the Fourteenth assembly district and of 
other parts of New York, Federation an- 
nounces that the average number of children 
in a Jewish family is 2.54, in a Roman 
Catholic family 2.038, and in others 1.85. 

“The maximum is Jewish. The mini- 
mum is agnostic: The Roman Catholic 


positively Protestant is higher than the in- 

definitely Protestant. The indefinitely 
Protestant is higher than the definitely 
agnostic.” 

Further, Jewish families become larger 
as their social status rises. There are more 
children in Jewish families that have serv- 
ants thag in those that haven't. This is in 
flat disregard of Bertillon’s law. 

Now, what is the reader to think? Lady 
Henry Somerset presents him with an illus 
tration of the fact that many undesirable 
and ineffective persons multiply and re- 
plenish the earth with an undesirable and 
ineffective progeny. Federation, on the 
other hand, provides him with statistical 
proof of the fact that a notoriously effective 
and successful element in our population is 
superlatively fecund. 

This ig only one of the tiniest snarls in 
that Titanic tangle called the race suicde 
question. It is mentioned merely for the 
purpose of giving force to the hint that race 
suicide is not a question for offhand para- 
graphic settlement. With its moral, racial, 
social, and economic complications it fully 
deserves to be called what Sidney Webb 
calls it, the most perguexing question of ay

The engagement was officially an- 
nounced and a grand entertainment was 
given in honor thereof by the count’s mother 
at Brussels, at which King Leopold, Princess 
Clementine, the other members of the royal 
family, and the papal nuncio, who was to 
perform the weedtny ceremony, were pres- 
ent, 

A few days before the date fixed ont the 
ceremony Mile. de Ficqueimont, whose fam- 
ily is quite as patrician as that of the D’Oul- 
tremonts, received a letter from the mother 
of Count Frederic declaring that she with- 
drew her consent to her son's: marriage, 
which was indispensable, in order to give 
it legal value, and adding by way of ex- 
planation that the match was not one which 
the Oultremont family could regard.with 
approval in view of the information which 
had reached them concerning the conduct 
and the potent of the young girl. The old 
countess inated her letter by an intime- 
tion that her son had yielded to the solicita- 
tions of his family and had left the country 
for a trip abroad in order to avoikl any fur- 
ther meeting with his flancée, 

During this tour, which lasted only a few 
weeks, Count Frederic developed such drink- 
ing habits that on his return to Brusegeis 
he was seized with delirium tremens, where- 
upon his méther and relatives caused him | 
to be placed under restraint in a sanitarium 
at Bonn on the Rhine. As Mile. de Ficquel- 
mont had reason to believe that Count Fred- 


his family to break off his engagement, and 
that his condition was grossly exaggerated 
by his relatives, she appealed to the kaiser 
to authorize her to visit her lover at Bonn. 
As Emperor William manifested signs.of 
complying with her request the count’s fam- 


lly immediately arranged for his transfer 
to Louvain, in Belgium, where he be- 
yond the reach and authority of em- 


peror. 

Thereupon the young countess, who found 
her social position at Brussels’ seriously 
affected by the reasons which the immense- 
ly influential D'Oultremount family had given 
for «their opposition to her marriage, com- 
menced legal proceedings in the Brussels 
courts, demanding damages of a thousand 
dollars apiece from her - flancé’s. mother, 
from Count John d’Oultremont, and from 
five other members of the D’Oultremont fam- 
ily, in order to vindicate her name and also 
appealed to the tribunals for authorization 
to visit Count Frederic and to have him 
emancipated from the restraint to which he 
was subjected by his family. She added that 
the attitude of the D’Oultremonts was due to 
the fact that Count Frederic was exceedingly 
wealthy and that inasmuch as his health 
rendered it improbable that he would ever 
have any children, his relatives feared that 
in the event, of his marriage his property 
would at his death pass to her as Ris widow 
and thus out of the hands of the family. 


The courts granted her the damages which 
she claimed, thus vindicating her character. 
But they declined, to emancipate Count 
Frederic from the control of his family or 
to give her access to him against their 
wishes, taking the ground that he was in 
such a condition of health as to render it 
necessary that he should be subject to the 
eare of guardians. and that after all no one. 
in the eyes of the law, possessed a stronger 
title to the position of guardian than. his 
mother, and nearest kinsfolk, it being im- 
possible to regard his flancée as such. Count 
Frederic has now died in the insane asylum 
at Louvain, a lunatic, according to the as- 
sertion of his family, a victim and perfectly 
sane man according to his fiancée dnd to her 
relatives. 

That the reigning house of’ Russia is not 
altogether-easy with regard to the condition 
of affairs at Belgrade is eloquently ‘shown 
by the fact that although King Peter wishes 
to have his 19 year old daughter—a remark- 
ably handsome girl—at Belgrade to grace his 
court, her aunt, the Grandduchess Peter 
of Russia, who has had charge of this 
motherless niece eVer since she was 6 years 
old, will not hear‘of her leaving Russia or 
taking up her residence with her father in 
Servia, at any rate for some considerable 
time to come.

TEXT—“An unlesson’d girl, unschooled, un- 
practiced; happy in this, she is not yet 
so, old but she may learn.”’ : 


AM impressed with the necessity for 
girls of the present day to become fa- 
miliar with the duties and requirements 
of the homekeeper, and I realize the 
difficulties under existing conditions in 


family in the training of the daughters in 
the home for such duties. 

I would have girls, after their schoo! 
days are over, taught cooking, sewing, and 
other domestic arts and sd¢iences as they 
are taught their lessons at school, and 
consider their education incomplete unless 
they are taught in these subjects in a prac- 
tical manner, and practice them afterward as 
occasion permits. 

I know I am only repeating what has been 
said for years, but it seems to me that there 
is so much talk about these things, and s9 
little real work towards the end necessary, 
that I dare add my opinians to those of the 
many others. « 

I believe the secret of a well ordered home 
is not that one shall obtain well trained 
maids, but that the mistress shall under- 
stand how to direct the household work in 
all of its branches, and know where the de- 
fects are and how to remedy them. 

I believe, too, that every girl should be 
taught to conduct a home on business prin- 
ciples as far as possible. 

Many of the domestic problems that we 
encounter today could be more easily disen- 
tangled were there more competent mis- 
tresses, some of whose qualifications should 
be to have more consideration for those in 
their employ, and to be able to eo direct and 
gsystematize their labors that each day 
may have its duties, and that the duties

NEWS OF THB RAILWAYS, 


IMPORTANT CHANGE IN THE 
ROCK ISLAND MANAGEMENT. 


John Stevens Is Made Fourth Vice 
President and Head of the Operative 
Department of the Road—Will Re- 
lieve General Manager Goodnow of 
Much of His Work — East Bound 
Freigh? Shipments Show a Decrease 
from Last Year's Figures. 


An important change in the management 
of the Rock Island system was announced 
by PresfMfient Leeds yesterday. John Bte- 
vens has been made fourth vice president of 
the Chicago, Rock Island and Pacific proper, 
the Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf, and the 
&. Louis, Kansas (ity, and Colorado rail- 
roads. President Leeds’ circular defines 
Mr. Stevens’ duties as follows: 

“He will have supervision of the main- 
tenance and operation of thé lines operated 
by the Rock Island. He will aid the first 
vice president in other matters relating to 
the construction of new Mines and to the 
railroads owned or controlled by the Rock | 
Island, and perform such other duties as 
the president, first vice president, or the 
board of directors may assign to him,”’ 

Thies places Mr. Stevens at the head of 
the operating department of the Rock Is- 
land lines and relieves General Manager 
Goodnow of much of the work he hes per- 
formed heretofore. Mr, Stevens wes for- 
meriy chief engineer and general manager 
of the Great Northern raliway, with office 
at St. Paul, 


Rock Island System Divided. 

The Rock Island system, for purposes of 
management, has been divided into three 
parts. First there will be the old Chicago, 
Rock Island and Pacific railroad, with re- 
cent extensions and improvements. Second, 
the St. Louis and San Francisco system, ex- 
clusive of the Chicago and Eastern Illinois. 
Third, the Chicago, St. Louis, Memphis and 
New Orleans road, including the Chicago and 
Eastern lllinois, and half a dozen subsidiary 
lines, acquired by the St. Louis and San 
Francisco railroad, and about 800 miles of 
new lines to be built from Memphis to Fort 
Adams. The new company is joint owner 
with the Southern railway of extensive ter- 
minals at New Orleans. 

Track laying has been commenced on the 
unconstructed portion of the Chicago, Mem- 
phis and New Orieans division of the Rock 
Island-’Frisco system. The track layers are 
at work from Bloomfield south.

The receivers of the Republic and Standard 
Lloyds of Chicago have practically given up 
further efforts to realize on the assets of the 
concern, They say that they have no money 
with which to make the long legal fight 
necessary to realize anything from the un- 
derwriters, and are advising the creditors to 
bring suits on their own account. Some of 
them did so at the start, getting executions 
or. the furniture of the underwriters and thus 
forcing a settlement. It was this that forced 
most of the underwriters to resort to the 
bankruptcy courts. If the receivers should 
prosecute their claims against the under- 
writers it is practically certain that all 
those that have not already gone into bank- 
ruptcy would do so before anything could 
be collected, and the litigation would have 
been for nothing.

‘GOVERNMENT REPORT CUTS 


DOWN CHOP SsTATUS. 


Drop of 5.4 Points on Spring Wheat 


Kuocks Of a Matter of 14,000,000 
Bushels from the Yield Suggested a 
Month Ago—Corn Goes Back a Small 
Fraction, Though the Total Ie Still 
Over Two Billion Bushelse — Oats 


Prospects Cut Down. 


The government crop report for August 
was on its face bulish, reducing the per- 
centage of condition onal! the leading grains. 
It made spring wheat 77.1, against 82.5 a 
month ago; corn 787, az compared with 79.4 
on July 1; and reduced oats from 843 to 79.5. 
The new figures mean a spring wheat crop 


. of about 218,000,000 bu, or a total yleld (call- . 


‘ing the winter wheat yield 410,500,000 bu) of 
623,500,000 bu, as compared with an indi- 
cated total yield of 700,000,000 bu a month 
ago. The latest corn condition makes the 
indicated yield about 2.047.000,000 bu, a reduc- 
tion from the figures of a month ago of 63,000,- 
000 bu. The oats condition is lowered to 79.5 
from 84.3 a month ago, suggesting a yield 
of about 678,000,000 bu, against 760,000,000 
bu a month ago. Reduced conditions were in 
‘mearly all the principal spring wheat states, 
Minnesota from 8 to 77, North Dakota from 
78 to 68. In South Dakota there was an 
vance from 86 to 87. The suggested yield in 
‘these three states is about 166,000,000 bu, the 
Dest part of 20,000,000 smalier than last year. 
The average condition of spring wheat in all 
the states is 77.4, against 82.5 a month ago, 
and a ten year average of 802. Full details 
of the report are shown elsewhere. 


Bulled on Jones Figures. 


The business: of waiting for the govern- 
ment report, which usually makes trade dull 
on the days of issue, was diversified yester- 
day by the appearance in mid-session of the 
estimate of H. V. Jones, the northwest's 
jeading crop expert, fixing the yield for the 
three states, the Dakotas and Minnesota, at 
147,000,000 bu. The report came at a time 
when a sharp %c advance made at the open- 
Ing had been lost in a dragging decline and 


was the signal for a sharp rally to the early 


high point, a 4c jump with very little trade 
on the way up. 

But there was some disposition to consider 
the Jones’ estimate extravagantly bullish 
and some evidence that so many speculators 
had bought wheat on the expectation that it 
‘would be bullish, that there was no one left 
to buy any more. At any rate a good deal 
of wheat came out on the advance through 
commission houses, which operate more or 
less for the biggest interests in the market, 
the advance was all lost and the close was 
Wee to %c lower for the day. September sold 
from 80%c down to 79%@79%c and closed at 
8c, sellers. September at one time was only 
%4@\%c. under December, compared with lc 
discount at one time last week, but widened 
a trifle to %c at the close. The Jones’ esti- 


mate suggests a loss of 37,000,000 bu, com- | 


pared with last year’s yield, but it is of 
course only an estimate, and some people in 
e trade in that section considered it 30,- 
9,000 bu to 40,000,000 bu too low. The lead- 
ing local authority was of the same opinion. 
It was felt the government report would not 
show so decided a decline in condition. 


Uneasy Over Wall Street. 


There was a good deal of selling which 
might have been on the expectation of a 
more favorable government report, and some 
liquidation by good bulls who were uneasy 
over the Wall street situation. The export 
demand continued poor, bids from the conti- 
nent for hard winters at the gulf 2\%c out 
of line. The seaboard reported export sales 
of 192,000 bu, with the qualification that it 
was mostly old business, worked over and 
reported the second time. The visible supply 
Gecreased, but the decrease was a disappoint- 
ing one to holders, only 315,000 bu, compared 
with 197,000 bu a year ago, although primary 
receipts for the week had been 3,000,000 bu 


less than they were last year. St. Louis’ re- |” 


ceipts increased to 248,000 bu, compared 
with 392,000 bu last year, and stocks there 
increased 515,000 bu, nearly offsetting a de- 
-creagze of 589,000 bu at Minneapolis. Local 
receipts were only 166 cars, compared with 
421 cars last year, with 84 contract. Pri- 
mary receipts were 728,000 bu, compared 
with 1,170,000 bu last year and 1,458,000 bu 
two years ago. Clearances were 528,000°bu. 
There was local buying early on lighter

Local People Have Been

Liquidation in the stock market in the 
last month has further reducéd speculative | 
lines carried by Chicago commjssion houses 
until one of the most promiment concerns 
in the etreet estimated yesterday it was 
carrying not more then 15 per cent of the 
business it had ome year ago. A canvass 
showed that other houses were carrying 15 
per cent, while still others had 25 and one 
35 per cent of last year’s speculative lines. 

There was a time when such a reduction 
in accounts would be considered a bull fac- 
tor. But considerations which in nsing mer- 
kets have influence on prices do not count 
for anything at this time of falling values. 
However, there is a reason. The accounts 
are reduced because of inability to furnish 
further margins, At other time when re- 
duced speculative accounts have been con- 
sidered bull factors it was when traders took 
their profits and allowed their accounts to 
Ne ide while waiting for a reduction in the 
market. But the reactions which the mar- 
ket has been having since lasi January have 
served to establish permanently lower prices 
and exhaust margined accounts of 
being the basis of rallies. 

According to all reports, Chicago in the 
matter of selling stocks has been the most 
fortunate of any of the large centers. Pro- 
portionately a greater number of speculat- 
ors and investors have gotten out of securi- 
ties at higher prices than in New York, Phil- 
adelphia, or Boston. Again, the, rich men 
of this city have not turned bargain hunters 
and did not buy at what looked like low 
cheng three weeks ago, but which now seem 
hig 
Canadian Pacific Increases Dividend. 

Directors of the Canadian Pacific yes- 
terday increased the dividend rate from 5 to 
6 per cent per annum by declaring a semi- 
annual dividend of 8 per cent. The regular 
date for payment falls in October. 

With Canadian Pacific on a6 per cent basis, 
the price of the stock at yesterday's close, 
123%, does not look so high as it did with 
the 5 per cent rate. But the increase in the 
dividend at this time looks like a move to 
help the price of the stock, or, rather, help 
support it. There is a pool operating in 
Canadian Pacific which has been consider- 
ably worried in the last two or three market 
breaks to preserve its holdings. The bears, 
figuring that as a 5 per cent stock it was 
selling too high, several times attacked the 
price, but were unable to make permanently 
lower quotations. The increase in the div- 
idend is taken in some quarters as a confes- 
sion of weakness. There is no doubt about 
the earnings of the property being large, but 
the reasoning which would be deemed valid 
at another time for an increase if the diVi- 
dend does not hold now.
